Two Causes, Two Holidays Beckon Polar Plungers

A Christmas tradition galloped on when intrepid 
swimmers descended on Mattapoisett Town Beach, 
showing support for a local facility that brings joy to those 
with cognitive issues — Helping Hands and Hooves. 

For 19 consecutive years, barring one due to 
COVID-19, Julie Craig and her team from Helping Hands 
and Hooves have held a Christmas morning fundraiser in 
the form of a fun swim or tiny dip into the cold waters at 
Mattapoisett Town Beach. 

The end goal is to receive donations that help 
support the therapeutic horseback riding program 
available to adults who otherwise have aged out of public 
programs and other agency-related programs. As noted 
on their website, “therapeutic riding uses equine-oriented 
activity for the purpose of contributing positively to 
cognitive, physical, emotional and the well-being of 
individuals with special needs.” 

But this Christmas Day proved especially difficult 
with air temperatures hovering around 20 degrees and 
winds making it feel more like the Arctic. 

Undaunted were some 25 registered “swimmers,” 
each paying the nominal donation of $15 and receiving 
for their effort the trophy, a Helping Hands and Hooves 
T-shirt. 

Craig stated in a follow-up that new programs 
have been evolving at the home of Helping Hands and

Hooves, a working farm located off Aucoot Road. She 
explained that while the majority of those individuals 
served enjoy and benefit from the riding program, others 
can be put off for a vast number of reasons. For those 
participants, new programs have been added. 

“We have gardening programs for those who 
want to explore that or art and science opportunities,” 
said Craig, noting that music has been added to their 
offerings. 

As for the swimmers, they were in and out of the 
frigid water in record time, hurrying back to their vehicles 
but each wearing a wide Christmas Day smile. 

On New Year’s Day, there’s another opportunity 
to test one’s mettle against the New England winter 
weather when folks will return to Mattapoisett Town 
Beach for the Plunging event. 

Group organizer Heather Bichsel explained that 
after the passing of a dear friend who helped to establish 
a similar event to collect donations that were distributed 
to families experiencing the financial burden that a cancer 
diagnosis oftentimes brings, many supporters wanted to 
carry on. 

Thusly, in the spirit of giving to others, in the 
spirit of remembering those who have passed and in the 
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spirit of bringing a bit of joy, Bichsel and her team are 
ready for the New Year’s Day Plunging. 

Bichsel said that last January they received $2,600 
that was distributed to Dana Farber and a local family. 
She said that Eastern Bank matched $1,300 in donations, 
bringing the total up to $2,600. 

The run into the water will take place at noon on 
Sunday, January 1. Come down a bit earlier, Bichsel said, 
and get a hot chocolate, buy a T-shirt or make a donation, 
but also come and join in the fun with people who are 
supporting cancer research and local families.

Scheduled to retire on January 6 from his full-time 
job as a trash collector in Mattapoisett, Mendes has turned 
his life’s work into a collection of friendships that will last 
a lifetime. 

“He’s a wonderful man, he’s been wonderful to 
me,” said customer Judy Anthony, noting Mendes’ extra 
effort to go beyond the limitations of the new, drive-by 
pickup routine. 

Mendes’ secret to success is simple and old- 
fashioned. 

“You want to be treated like they want to be 
treated. If you treat them with kindness, they return the 
favor and do the same for you,” he said. “That’s why I 
like Mattapoisett, because those people, they don’t look at 
you in a different way if you’re a garbage man. They treat 
me with respect. That’s why I do things that I do.” 

Born in Hyannis and raised in New Bedford, 
Mendes grew up on both sides of the Tri-Towns. He 
learned his manners from his parents. He learned the 
trash-collection business from his cousins running the 
Tobey Trash Company on Cape Cod. 

In recent years, the waste-management industry 
has become dominated by trucks with robotic arms that

“He looks out for us all ... knows our names, 
our pets, gives treats to dogs ... beeps his horn when our 
bins aren’t out. I cannot recall a Tuesday where George 
wasn’t there for us,” said Mattapoisett customer Sandra 
Anderson. “He is always happy, always smiling and 
knows when our kids start driving, asks if they are okay 
when he sees a car in the yard that has had an accident 
... he has watched some of our kids grow up and quite 
frankly knows their names too!” 

Anderson said residents even receive greeting 
cards from Mendes upon the holidays. 

Every customer is as important to him as 
President John F. Kennedy, whom Mendes met face-to- 
face on the job while collecting trash in Hyannis back in 
the early 1960s. 

Mattapoisett resident Rica Brodo has known 
Mendes for 20 years and recalls when she was obviously 
pregnant, and Mendes made sure to spare her any heavy 
lifting of her trash bin. Her children have since learned 
one day of the week by “Trash Tuesday.” 

“If it’s hot out, the kids bring George something 
to drink,” said Brodo, and the holidays, well, cookies of 
course. Brodo says Mendes brought kites to her kids and 
chalk to mark up the sidewalk. “He really delivered love 
every time he came here.” 

Brodo says Mendes’ presence and thoughtfulness 
meant even more during the COVID-19 pandemic. “In 
isolation, he was one of those connections to the outside 
world who made you feel like it was still human,” she 
said. 

When Brodo heard of his retirement, she ran out 
of the house to ask him, “George, is it true?” Mendes 
explained his decision. They wished each other well and 
Brodo went back inside. Then she heard his truck beep so 
she went back outside. 

“He said, ‘Thank you for just being here.’ He’s 
thanking me, and that’s kind of the opposite of what you 
would anticipate,” she said. “He said, ‘I just want you 
to know how much I care about you and your family. If 
I’m in the area, I’ll stop by.’ I hugged the man and I cried.

He’s such a love.” 

In recent years, Mendes has made doubly sure to 
look after the elderly on his routes, and he has even given 
out his phone number to some of those customers, noting 
that his daughter lives nearby and can respond in a pinch. 

One thing he cannot sleep with is the thought that 
an elderly person with osteoporosis could slip and break 
a bone because he did not put his best effort into the job.

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there is snow on the ground, perfect for sledding. But 
without a hill, the children aren’t sure what to do.

To stop, 
he simply bails out laughing and grabbing on to Zeb for 
support. 

The first two days of the in-between time fly by. 

Other days are spent playing with Christmas toys, 
reading new books, visiting with my parents, watching 
movies and a touch of just loafing around. We stay in PJ’s 
unless there is a need to go outdoors. 

When we lived in California, Christmas felt 
rather surreal with lights on the trunks of palm trees and 
winter boots that were accessories versus necessities. One 
year, we had what could only be called a Charlie Brown 
Christmas tree that the school librarian let us bring home.

My dog was in the garage with me as I was 
changing the anti-freeze in my car. He sniffed 
the old antifreeze and was going to drink it. I 
stopped him. Would it make him sick? 


Antifreeze (ethylene Glycol) has a sweet 
smell that is, unfortunately, attractive to 
dogs. It can cause kidney failure if the 
dog is not treated within 4-6 hours after 
consuming the poison. If you see your 
dog or cat drinking antifreeze, take him 
to your veterinarian immediately.

Gilda’s Replacement Won’t 


Need Site-Plan Review 
Marion Planning Board

The revival of the popular drinking establishment 
formerly known as Gilda’s Stone Rooster will not require 
site-plan review after a 4-0 vote by the Marion Planning 
Board on December 19. 

Attorney John Mathieu was on hand to represent 
owners Joe Sauro and John Mello in a presubmission 
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conference on behalf of Stone Rooster Realty Corporation, 
LLC, for plans underway at 27 Wareham Street (Route 6 at 
the corner of River Road.) 

Sauro and Mello, who own other restaurants 
along Route 6 to the east and west of Gilda’s, purchased 
the property from Gilda Downey in 2017, explained 
Mathieu. 

Mathieu explained that the new establishment 
will be like the Stowaway in Mattapoisett, a bar-restaurant 
with a light menu. Unlike Gilda’s, it will not have live 
entertainment and will not attempt to compete with the 
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Gateway Tavern, the Wareham restaurant owned by Sauro S UJ P Pp RT YO UJ R 
just over the Weweantic River.

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Mathieu said the property has two, 50-foot curb 
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cuts on Route 6, nich opening measuring 24 feet. There is 
also access to the lot from River Road. 

Having secured a building permit, the owners 
began renovating but encountered more and more 
problems until it became necessary to essentially tear 
down and rebuild the facility. Using “essentially the same 
footprint,” an internal staircase adds 150 square feet in the 
rear, and a “kickout” design adds another 100 square feet. 

In response to the building inspector’s request for 
a parking analysis, Mathieu said the plan is for 26 parking 
spots laid out within the lot lines. Two parking spots will 
be needed for employees. 

Inside will be 20 bar seats, along with seven, four- 
seat tables, totaling 48 seats, a 2-to-1, patron-to-vehicle 
ratio. Two handicap parking spots, as required, will be 
closest to the front door. 

The landscaping plan will be filed with the 
Conservation Commission, and the parking lot will have 
a gravel surface. Delivery trucks and emergency vehicles 
will be able to access the rear of the building. 

Signs are in the planning stage and will follow 
zoning regulations, according to Mathieu. Any on- 
property lighting will face downward, he said. 

River Road resident and Planning Board member 
Chris Collings, who recused himself from his role on the 
board for both projects presented on December 19, said 
he would like to see the sign remain in its traditional 
location. 

Asked about sewer, Mathieu said he is sure, 
should sewer become available, the new owners will tie 
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Another River Road abutter asked about building 
capacity. Mathieu said that number is state regulated but 
not yet available. 

Planning Board Chairman Norm Hills noted that 
there is a 15-foot buffer between the applicant’s land and 
Route 6. 

Abutter Richard Dix, 9 River Road, said the 
problems with the property began when Downey 
sold it. He said the business encroached on his land, 
where lights were installed. He said he went to court to 
establish boundaries according to the actual lot lines. He 
is concerned about the corner of the property along the 
Weweantic River. 

“All that parking on that side has actually been 
on our property,” said Dix. 

Mathieu insisted that the parking plan is within 
the lot lines. He said the lights along River Road and the 
light posts in question are coming out. 

Catherine Collings said ambient light from the 
old building disturbed her sleep. Mathieu said softer 
lighting will be installed in those areas. 

Chris Collings noted a utility pole across the 
street with a streetlight tilted up that “illuminates 
everything.” Mathieu clarified that the light falls into the 
purview of the utility company. 

Collings told the board, pending a vote, he had 
two more comments for Mathieu, one being that the back 
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door swings outward and blocks a parking space, the 
other that the back area is below street grade and any 
runoff will backfill to the backdoor before it can eclipse 
the street grade. 

“That’s up to the engineer to figure that out,” said 
Mathieu. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee, attending 
the meeting via Zoom, told the board that Building 
Commissioner Bob Grillo had submitted information for 
the board’s consideration prior to taking a vote. 

Hills told the board that according to the zoning 
bylaw, the project falls within the same footprint and by 
his interpretation of the bylaw, does not require site-plan 
review. 

Referencing the building’s history and 
given changing traffic patterns, Planning Board Vice 
Chairperson Alanna Nelson and member Eileen Marum 
had reservations given all the changes at the site. 

Mathieu said one of the points in his presentation 
was to go through the points that the board has already 
seen in minor site-plan review. “If you want us to do (site- 
plan review), what you’re going to get is a full-size plan 
that basically looks like what you have,” he said. 

Neither Andrew Daniel nor Jon Henry was 
present, but even minus Chris Collings, a four-member 
board still had a quorum. Their vote necessarily needed 
unanimity, and member Tucker Burr convinced Hills to 
seek a motion by saying he did not see the need for site- 
plan review. 

Chris Collings reiterated some of the concerns 
expressed by abutters and said that in his opinion, a 
checklist is needed. “Let’s bear in mind that the applicant 
is a new business,” he said, noting that abutters have been 
longtime community members. 

After the vote declaring site-plan review to be 
unnecessary, Mathieu told the board he is willing to 
discuss any issues with neighbors to the project. 

In a continued public hearing, the board voted 
to issue a certificate of approval for a two-lot, Definitive 
Subdivision Plan filed by Danielle Realty Trust for 
property on Wareham Street (Route 6.) 

At Nelson’s request, project representative Bob 
Rodgers of G.A.F. Engineering reviewed the drainage 
plan for members of the public. 

Rodgers explained that the grading and drainage 
designs send water from the hill into the road’s drain 
system. There are seven catch basins and three drain 
manholes for 250 feet of roadway. The system is tied into 
an 18-inch pipe under River Road, running out to Route 6 
and the drainage easement there. 

Hills said the only change in the site plan was the 
relocation backward of the drainage basin at the center 
of the driveway circle. Now planned for 15 feet back of 
the pavement, the purpose of the change is to avoid a 
snowplow covering the drain. The concern, addressed in 
a prior meeting by Daniel, was that a blocked catch basin 
would cause flooding. 
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94 State Rd. (Rte. 6), North Dartmouth 


Sandra Beck, 17 River Road, explained her main 
concern is storm runoff. 

“Based on the design in discussion last time was 
that the design is sufficient to collect all of that water and 
put it in the drain system and out to the ocean,” said Hills. 

Chris Collings, a River Road resident, recused 
himself from his role as a board member but asked 
questions as an abutter. 

Rodgers explained that it’s normal to install catch 
basins every 300 or 400 feet, but this system far exceeds 
normal requirements. 

“This is much more intensive than that,” said 


as 


will meet the standards required by a storm pouring 3 
inches of rain in an hour. 

Aaron Barton, 24 River Road, asked the board 
if a resident has recourse should runoff damage private 
property. 

“All I can tell you is the other projects (to which 
Barton alluded) have no calculations and accommodations 
for stormwater. This one does,” said Hills, noting that the 
experts involved “do this for a living.” He told Barton, 
should there be a problem, to come back to the town. But 
he reiterated a lack of concern given the plan. 

“My understanding of the law is that if there are 


two private-property owners and one is damaging for 
some reason another private property, then you can seek

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legal recourse through civil court,” said Guey-Lee. 

Burr sought to confirm a covenant in the 
agreement that one property owner is not allowed to 
discharge water onto other private property. Nelson read 
from a section of the agreement confirming Burr’s recall. 

Citing “exhaustive attention” given to the 
runoff matter, Guey-Lee said “some things that are 
unforeseeable.” That said, he reiterated his opinion 
that the Planning Board has given more than adequate 
consideration to concern about runoff and has taken steps 
to ensure stormwater is appropriately managed. 

Marum noted that Rodgers has said that the plan 
is designed to handle a 100-year storm. 


Nelson asked, hypothetically, what could go 
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wrong and why could the plan fail. The covering of 
manholes with leaves makes failure possible, but Nelson 
said the property owners are supposed to be made aware 
of their responsibility to keep them free of debris. She 
also allowed for the possibility that “gunk” could get into 
the pipe connecting the drainage system to River Road. 
She and Hills clarified that the two homeowners in the 
subdivision are responsible for the system remaining free 
of blockage. 

After no online listeners responded to an 
invitation to participate in public comment, the public 
hearing was closed and the affirmative vote was taken. 

Noting that the public comments centered around 
concern over maintenance of a private drainage system 
over time, Collings suggested the board consider “a 
vehicle” or tool to ensure services are provided to abutters 
to such projects in the event of failure, the cost of which 
would then burden the culprits. 

Hills said the subject could be discussed at a 
future meeting. 

The Planning Board offered no official comment 
on the Zoning Board of Appeals’ request for comment on 
the case of Don Easterday at 52 Cove Circle. 

The board is still gathering comments from its 
members on the recent SmartGrowth class. Hills said he 
has received comments from Nelson and Collings. 

Citing COVID-19 concerns, the board decided 
to meet remotely next month. Due to holidays, the next 
two meetings fall on Tuesdays. The next meeting of the 
Marion Planning Board is scheduled for Tuesday, January 
3, at 7:00 pm via Zoom. 


Self-Storage Proposal Needs Site-Plan Review 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

On December 22, the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals reviewed what the developer of a plan for a 
multibuilding, self-storage facility on 14.93 acres at 0 to 25 
Cranberry Highway will do to make the proposal better 
suited for special-permit approval. 

Petitioner JPF Development's technical consultant 
William Madden of GAF Engineering said they'll be 
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splitting two of the 60-square-foot self-storage buildings 
into three 30-foot structures to serve customers with small 
storage needs, and the office building is being redesigned 
to be smaller. 

In answer to concerns expressed by the Zoning 
panel, the new design plan shows the type of lighting 
and signage the facility will use: wall-mounted, 
down-pointing lights and a sign designed to the exact 
specifications of town bylaw with a light pointing down 
only on the lettering. 

“Lights at every third bay,” Madden said. 
“Enough for safety purposes and security. I think we are 
addressing just what you asked us to look at.” 

Madden agreed with the board’s calculation 
that this new plan will reduce the facility’s total square- 
footage from 47,000 square feet to 42,000 square feet. 

Zoning Board member Richard Cutler said he 
was Satisfied with this new information. “Ours will be 
just a use decision. Site-plan review will get into the nitty 
gritty,” he said. 

The board continued the hearing for purposes of 
rendering a decision to January 12, 2023. 

JPF Development is seeking a special permit for 
the plan because the proposed use does not fit squarely 
within the uses allowed in the Industrial Zone under 
town bylaw. 

Madden said at the beginning of the public 
hearing, in early November, that as the site is across 
the street from a proposed 208-unit residential housing 
project currently under construction on the opposite side 
of Cranberry Highway, JPF Development reasoned that 
self-storage units for those residents would be a good use 
of the property. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals’ next meeting will 
be held on Thursday, January 12, 2023, at 7:15 pm at Town 
Hall, 1 Constitution Way, Rochester. 


BYC Tidies up Dock Expansion 
Marion Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 
An existing, bottom-anchored float section 
measuring 31 feet by 12.2 feet that was added to an 
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existing, northern float system at the evel Yacht 
Club was voted a Negative Box 2 Determination of 
Applicability by the Marion Conservation Commission 
during its December 14 public meeting. 

In a new public hearing, the BYC filed a Request 
for Determination of Applicability for the recently 
constructed float section to increase dinghy storage and 
access to navigate waters at the club’s 99 Water Street 
location. 

Michael Count from Foth Infrastructure and 
Environment, LLC explained that the BYC also requested 
an amendment through the Chapter 91 license to add on 
the float system. 

The BYC, explained Count, goes back to the late 
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1800s and early 1900s with its seawall and boat ramp. The 
pier, originally constructed in 1928, was rebuilt under an 
Order of Conditions in 2007 and 2008. “That’s basically 
what we have out there today,” said Count, noting that 
the 2007 OOC was never “closed out.” 

The mission 15 years later, he said, is to get 
everything squared away with authorizations. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava clarified that the application is an “after the fact 
filing.” Count acknowledged that to be the case. 

“I believe that bottom-anchored floats are a 
locally permitted issue, so it’s the harbormaster who 
permits floats,” said Doubrava. “I don’t think since I’ve 
been on the commission that we’ve ever done a change in 
float as a permit, unless it’s gone from bottom-anchor to 
pile-supported.” 

That would require changing the Chapter 91 
(state-issued) license. Count said the Chapter 91 license 
is being amended to account for the increase in square 
footage, so he believed the Conservation Commission 
needed to sign off to establish documentation. 

Chapter 91, the Massachusetts Public Waterfront 
Act, regulates activities in keeping with its role as the 
state’s waterways licensing program. 

“The difference here is, because this is a fix toa 
licensed structure, like all of the other timber floats here, it 
becomes subject to Chapter 91,” explained commissioner 
Shaun Walsh. “It’s not a 10A (Marion-issued) permit. If it 
was just a float that you put out in the harbor and it had 
a bottom anchor, then it would be a 10A permit, but they 
are seeking either a modification or a whole new license 
... to add this, the regulations under Chapter 91 require 
either a final order of conditions or, in lieu thereof, a 
negative determination of applicability.” 

Doubrava pointed out that none of the 
commissioners were members when the pre-existing 
Order of Conditions was issued. 

Walsh said entities such as yacht clubs typically 
have a “reconfiguration zone” that limits the scope of 
potential expansion and also allows for layout changes. 
An increase in size, he says, requires modification of the 
license. 

Count said BYC is not seeking to alter its 
reconfiguration zone but is seeking approval of the added 
dock space via Chapter 91. Locally, the Conservation 
Commission adjudicates cases to which the law applies. 

The commissioners considered the addition of a 
single float within the reconfiguration zone to be a simple 
request and voted to close the public hearing. 

With Count sitting before the commission, 
Doubrava moved back to action items on the agenda and 
addressed the matter of the BYC’s request for a Certificate 
of Compliance relative to a Notice of Intent application 
filed to add floats and rebuild the gazebo and pier. The 
Order of Conditions was amended in 2009 to widen the 
concrete float with wood framing. In September, Count 
said, an as-built survey was conducted. 
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Commissioner Emil Assing asked Count if any 
other elements were included in the Order of Conditions. 
Count did not believe so. 

The commissioners voted to issue a full Certificate 
of Compliance. 

Earlier in the meeting, the commission voted to 
issue the Marion Lands Trust LLC an Amended Order 
of Conditions at 369/371 Wareham Street, allowing 
modification of a driveway that will connect at a stream- 
crossing culvert to an approved, common-driveway 
easement on the property. 

Dave Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone 


Inc., representing the applicant, explained the change 
in the driveway path that would result from 261 to 117 
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linear feet, a 56% percent reduction in space taken by the 
driveway. 

The amendment would allow the driveway to 
run east of the buildings in its entirety. The driveway 
will consist of gravel over its full length. Davignon also 
told the commission that there was a glitch in abutter 
notification. 

Noting several previous site visits, Doubrava 
asked if this amendment had been requested before. 
Davignon clarified that the proposed scenario is in some 
aspects the same as the initial proposal. The project has 
seen multiple iterations. 

Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee asked about 
accommodations for drainage. “We definitely want to 
do the bend,” said Davignon. “Not sure you can do that 
project without a bend in the driveway,” said Walsh. 

After Doubrava’s invitation for public comment 
went unanswered, the continued public hearing was 
voted closed. 

Per their request, applicants Michael Popitz and 
Timothy Milbert were granted a continuance of their 
Notice of Intent filing for the treatment and removal of 
nonnative, invasive plant species located throughout 
portions of the site and within wetland resource areas 
at 64 and 72 Indian Cove Road. The public hearing was 
continued to January 11 at 7:00 pm. 

The commission discussed its 2023 public- 
meeting format and schedule. Doubrava told the 
commissioners he would like to continue meeting 
remotely until the state’s exemption allowing remote 
meetings expires. 

Without any scheduled hearings, the commission 
canceled its December 28 public meeting. The next 
meeting of the Marion Conservation Commission will be 
held on Wednesday, January 11, at 7:00 pm via Zoom. 


Town: Heron Cove and MVE ‘Apples 


and Oranges’ 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Ken Steen’s request earlier this year that the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals officially consider his 
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plan to install meters for all 60 units at Marion Village 
Estates to be unsubstantial was met with advice from 
Marion Town Counsel Jon Witten that the ZBA consider 
the additions a substantial change, to which attorney 
Mark Bobrowski appealed to the state Housing Appeals 
Committee. 

One of the waivers recently approved by the ZBA 
for Steen’s Heron Cove Estates project was that he does 
not have to tier-meter water at the new development. 

ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow informed the 
ZBA that Bobrowski has since filed a second appeal with 
the state HAC office, stating that the ZBA’s decision to 
consider Marion Village Estates a substantial change 
should be nullified because the ZBA later waived the 
requirement that Steen tier-meter water at Heron Cove. 

Callow participated with Interim Town 
Administrator Judy Mooney (and Town Counsel Jon 
Witten via remote connection) during the Select Board’s 
executive session on December 20th, where it was 
decided Witten would file an opposing motion. 

“His argument was it’s apples and oranges: 
Heron Cove was a ‘friendly 40B,’ Marion Village Estates 
was not,” said Callow, noting that while Heron Cove was 
approved by the Select Board, Marion Village Estates was 
never approved by any Marion board. 

According to Callow, the ZBA approved Heron 
Cove, but the state leveraged all the waivers necessary for 
Steen to build Marion Village Estates. 
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“Further and foremost,” she stressed to the ZBA 
members, “Marion Village Estates does not improve the 
town at all. Heron Cove, with the sewer going in and the 
enhancements to that pumping station, Heron Cove will 
add improvement to the town.” 

Callow summarized Witten’s argument that the 
waivers granted Heron Cove were based on what the 
project would positively yield to the Town of Marion, 
while no such argument could be made on behalf of 
Marion Village Estates, so the decision to grant waivers to 
Heron Cove should not apply to any decision regarding 
Marion Village Estates. 

Because Witten’s opposing appeal was filed that 
morning, Callow said both filings became public record 
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on December 22nd, allowing her to share the information 
at the public meeting of the ZBA. She cautioned the 
members not to “reply all” with any comments to her 
email. 

“That’s all I know so far,” said Callow, who 
anticipates the matter will go to the state Housing Appeals 
Committee. 

Callow said the Marion Village Estates 
disagreement will not jeopardize the Heron Cove project; 
Steen still has a year to break ground per the agreement 
with the town. 

Earlier in the meeting, ZBA member Will Tifft 
brought to members’ attention his concerns regarding 
the recent first draft produced by the town’s Codification 
Committee (a subcommittee of the Planning Board). 

“A couple of things popped out to me ... first of 
all it allows things that would go to Town Meeting ... 
superseded by the Planning Board,” said Tifft. “If there is 
a buildable lot above 2 acres, you can tear down the house 
and you can put eight houses on that property under this 
proposed law, as it’s understood by me and some other 
people. 

“I think what it comes down to is that the goal 
is to create a village environment to manage the village, 
and you take into account other housing and all the things 
that are worth considering, right? ... But it’s very vague, 


and there’s some big loopholes in it. There are things that 
would ultimately come to us, and I think we should at 
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least have some idea of what we’d consider here and with 
the idea that we may want to consider representing our 
opinion.” 

ZBA member Tucker Burr, who is also a member 
of the Planning Board, called the document a “rough 
draft” authored by the Codification Committee. 

“It needs a lot of work. I don’t know how far it’s 
going to get quite frankly. ... It’s current form I don’t think 
would pass in Town Meeting,” he said. 

Tifft clarified that he’s “not waving a gigantic red 
flag. This is going to be probably one of the biggest, most 
profound, potential changes to town bylaws and Town 
Meeting, and I just want to say, “Hey, this group who cares 
about these things, we should do that,” he said. 

Callow, who attended the Planning Board 
meeting in which the document was initially rolled out, 
said it was her understanding that the new bylaws could 
usurp some of the ZBA’s authority. 

“It was setting it up so they could also basically 
play with the zoning laws,” said Burr. “So now we're 
going to have two boards that you can apply to either one 
to get what you want and change zoning? It doesn’t make 
sense.” 

ZBA member Dana Nilson suggested the board 
submit to the Codification Committee and the Planning 
Board a request to review any approval voting process. 

“The devil’s in the details,” said ZBA member Dr. 
Ed Hoffer. 

“I wouldn't be too worried about it right now,” 
said Burr. “I think the next step is for it to keep getting 
spun around by the Planning Board, and eventually 
they'll call for a public hearing as a first step of putting it 
on the (Town Meeting) warrant.” 

Not knowing an exact timeline, Burr suggested 
the ZBA stay in the loop and, when the Planning Board 
gets closer to a final draft, to get its opinion out. 

Tifft also told the ZBA that the Select Board 
created a seven-member, Local Historic District Study 
Committee for the purpose of a state-outlined process 
for considering what would be appropriate for the 
town where it concerns a local historic district in the 
Marion village area. The committee would presumably

appointed chair of that committee.

Rochester Community Electricity Program 

The Town of Rochester announces that it will 
launch its electricity aggregation program, known as 
Rochester Community Electricity (RCE), in March. The 
program is designed to provide more electricity options 
for residents and businesses in Rochester. The program 
was approved by residents at Town Meeting and by the 
Department of Public Utilities. 

The program prices will be fixed over the 
21-month term of the Electric Service Agreement from 
March 2023 through December 2024. The standard 
product of the program will be 16.310 cents per kWh. The 
Eversource Residential Basic Service rate from January 
1 to June 30, 2023 will be 25.649 cents per kWh. Future 
savings under the program compared to the Eversource 
Residential Basic Service rate are not guaranteed. 

The program will have one optional product with 
100% renewable energy content at 17.850 cents per kWh. 
All additional renewable energy will be provided from 
MA Class I Renewable Energy Credits (RECs.) 

In late January 2023, Rochester will start a 
public outreach effort to inform residents and businesses 
about the program. All Rochester electricity accounts on 
Eversource Basic Service will be eligible for automatic 
enrollment in the standard product as of their March 
2023 meter read. At least 30 days before enrollment, each 
eligible customer will receive a Customer Notification 


Letter with detailed program information and instructions 


on how to choose an optional product or how not to 
participate (opt-out.) Customers can opt-out of the 
program at any time without penalties or termination 
fees. 

Customers who are currently enrolled with a 
third-party electric supplier will not receive the Customer 
Notification Letter and will not be automatically enrolled. 
These customers can voluntarily join the program but 
may be subject to penalties or early termination fees from 
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their current supplier. 

The price for all program products includes a 
commission fee of $0.001 per kWh for the aggregation 
consultant for program management.

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Ee | The Year in Movies 2022 
im co"!

It wasn’t that long ago — five years ago, okay, an 
eternity ago — that Tom Cruise’s status as a big movie 
star was far from assured. The Mission: Impossible movies 
continued to be a reliable ATM for him, but never bigger 
than $220 million domestic. Other than that franchise, 
Cruise spent much of the 2010s either trying other 
franchises that sputtered out (The Mummy, Jack Reacher) or 
making big whiffs in relation to cost (example: Oblivion, 
which made $89 million domestic against a $120 million 
budget). Then, two years into the pandemic, Cruise 
released a much-belated (and delayed) sequel to a hit 
from 36 years ago. Result: biggest hit of the year (unless 
it gets Avatarred in the weeks to come), fifth biggest 
domestic hit of all time. 

Paramount, which has the next two Mission: 
Impossible movies (and of course Top Gun: Maverick, the 
success story noted above), must be breathing easier as 
we trudge into 2023. And Disney can’t complain — their 
Marvel shingle gave them three of the year’s top ten 
domestic hits. Four, if you count Sony’s Spider-Man: Far 
from Home that debuted in late 2021 and played well into 
the new year of 2022 — it’s a Marvel Cinematic Universe 
movie, and Disney gets to wet their beak a little for that. 
The other majors had successes here and there. As usual, 
though, the ultimate loser was the moviegoer looking for 
originality and/or smaller films for grown-ups. 

As seems to have become the annual reality, every 
film on the year-end top-ten domestic box office list is ... 
well, I used to say “either a sequel or based on an existing 
popular IP in another medium,” but this year they’ re all 
sequels (and some are also adapted from another medium 
— all those comic-book flicks). You have to move down 
to #12 for a movie that isn’t a sequel or based on another 
popular work — and it was Elvis, nobody’s idea of an 
indie film about an obscure musician. A couple of notches 
down, at #14, was Jordan Peele’s Nope, which went the 
distance on the power of Peele’s name and the usual 
what-is-it-about? marketing. It’s good, I guess, that such 
an anti-genre movie could make it into the top twenty, 
and also that the Boomers had a movie they could enjoy 
in Elvis. 

The Oscars this year, as has also become the 


custom, will be loaded with nominations for movies 
that used to be good for at least $40 or $50 million but 
have stalled at below $10 mil. Expect to see things like 
The Banshees of Inisherin ($8.9m, #83) and Tar ($5.5 mil, 
#96) among the honorees, but don’t rule out Top Gun, 
which may get a bunch of nods including Best Picture 
just to ensure ratings and a rooting interest for the 
mass audience. Then there’s Everything Everywhere All 
at Once, a sleeper word-of-mouth hit in relation to cost 
that nonetheless came in at #27, right below Morbius, 
everyone’s favorite thing to laugh at in 2022. Nominations 
might goose some or all of these up the chart a little, but 
only a little, since many of them are already streaming or 
will be by January 24, when the nominees are announced. 
Streaming, Disney will say, killed their efforts 
Lightyear and Strange World. Those movies, other folks 
said, were the kind of shrugged-at things that now go 
directly to the Disney+ streamer. Increasingly, people 
just want to stay in and binge-watch things; Netflix’s 
Wednesday and Disney+’s Andor, to name just two, got 
the kind of buzz, engagement, and watercooler chat 
(social-media chat, now) that most new movies can only 
wish for. The rare event that can bestir the recalcitrant 
American butt, like Top Gun or, at the other end of the 
spectrum, Everything Everywhere is to be valued, studied 
... and feared. Every year we get closer and closer to art in 
general becoming solely (rather than mostly) a popularity 
contest, and every year we see fewer and fewer exceptions 
to that rule. There was a time when Steven Spielberg 
owned the box office. Now? You couldn’t pay people to 
get out of the house for West Side Story last year or The 
Fabelmans this year. But you never know. This time last 
year, Tom Cruise was sitting pretty, but now he’s sitting 
pretty on the box-office throne. (Cruise hasn’t been in a 
#1-of-the-year hit since 1988’s Rain Man, and he wasn’t 
even the star!) Spielberg might go back there. Or he might 
not. It’s up to you, isn’t it? 
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(2) $ 2,500 scholarships will be awarded this year to a 
graduating high school senior or home-schooled student 
residing in Mattapoisett, Marion or Rochester or a school- 
choice student attending Old Rochester Regional High 
School.

Rick DaSilva, board member of the Sippican 
Historical Society and former faculty member and history 
teacher at Tabor Academy, will present the second session 
on the findings of the recent research study prepared 
for the Marion Historical Commission. This talk will 
focus specifically on the history of the Point Road School 
and Post-WWII land development in the Point Road 
neighborhoods. 

The Marion Historical Commission and the 
Sippican Historical Society will cosponsor the event, the 
culmination of several years of work by consultant Claire 
Dempsey and funded by grants from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission and the town’s Community 
Preservation Fund. 

Rick’s presentation will focus on the important 
impact this community has had in Marion and on the 
examination of neighborhoods, buildings and landscapes 
associated with it. He will address the context of early 
20th century immigration to southeastern Massachusetts 
and specifically to Marion. The story of the Point Road 
School (1930-1967) reveals some of the racial tension 
that existed at the time and influenced local educational 
opportunities. 

Meg Steinberg, Chair of the Marion Historical 
Commission, will also explain the results of the recent 
Historical Survey of properties and areas associated 
with this history. Property owners of buildings that 
were individually surveyed have received copies of the 
historical research on their properties. This information 
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becomes part of the Historical Commission’s record, in 
accordance with its mission to document, understand and 
protect the Town’s important cultural resources. 

Copies of the consultant’s report “A History 
of Marion’s Portuguese, Azorean and Cape Verdean 
Community” will be available for purchase / order. 

A question/answer / discussion opportunity will 
follow the presentation so that residents may share their 
personal recollections on the subject.
